years, father of Lucius and Miss Min­ 
nie Elkins of this city, who has for 
most of the time during the last two 


or three years been making his home 
with some of his children at Cisco, 
is now visiting a t his old 
home 
at 


correspondence all this time, but from 
an absence of more than half a cen­ 
tury, as mentioned In The Chief last 
week. 
The arrival of Mr. Elkins at 
Winston-Salem and his meeting with 
bis brother whom lie had not seen for 
fifty-two years, is told of in the fol­ 
lowing article in the Twin City Senti­ 
nel, dally paper of that city.)

Some seventy-six years ago, in the 
city of Concord, there was born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Willis Elkins n son vfljo 
was christened William Franklin. Two 
years later another son blessed this 
happy home, he taking the name of 
John Rogers. 
These two 
sons 
of 
North Carolina were brought up to­ 
gether. 
They ate, slept, played and 
enjoyed each 
other’s 
companionship 
for twenty-two years. 
Then on the 
9th of October, 1871, William, 
who 
had m arried and was the proud fath­ 
er of ¡t chubby son, decided to leave 
his old home for Texas. 
He and his 
family were accompanied to Charlotte 
by brother John, who did not know 
liOw long it would be before he would 
set eyes on his brother again. 
William Elkins' route lay by way 
of New Orleans, lie having to go from 
that city to Texas by w ater on what 
was known then as 
Morgan's 
land 
steamers. He settled in Bryan. Texas, 
taking up the trade of 
w hat 
was 
known In those days as a tinner, now 
known, however, as a m etal iron w or­ 
ker (»r sheet m etal worker. 
He lived 
in the city of Bryan for n period of 
nine years after which tim e he mov­ 
ed to Calvert. Texas. 
He resided in 
Calvert for one year and then he and 
his family moved to Comanche, Texas, 
Here they 
resided 
for 
thirty-nine 
years, Mr. Elkins still carrying on 
the trade that he had selected as hi« 
life's work. 
For the last three years 
he has resided in Cisco, Texas. 
During the last year of the Civil 
W ar, Mr. Elkins saw service in a regi­ 
ment of young soldiers known as the 
“North Carolina Boys of 17.” 
com­ 
manded by Col. John Anderson and 
Major Beaseley, 
Even tho hq is seventy-six years 
old, Mr. Elkins is enjoying the best 
of health and is a fine 
physical manhood. 


Level, Stanly county. 
Here he enter­ 
ed the merchandise business, carrying 
it on successfully for two years. 
He 


then moved to Albermarle, where he 
again entered the mercantile 
field. 
He also owned and edited a newspaper 
at that place for a period 
of 
eight 
years. 
After this time he resided in 
Salisbury for several months, finally 
coming to Winston-Salem, where he 
h.is resided ever since. 
John Elkins, 
tho not enjoying health like his broth­ 
er. nevertheless, is still an energetic 
man and enjoying life. 
The two brothers have kept up a 
corrospjondence nil this time, but from 
October 0, 1871, to May 19, 1923, fifty- 
two years, neither had seen nor .«{tok­ 
en to the other. 
On Inst Saturday af­ 
ternoon, May 
19, 
William 
Elkins 
walked Into the store of his nephew, 
W. B. Elkins, on North Liberty street, 
and was instantly recognized by his 
brother, who was present at that time. 
It was a meeting th at Is seldom seen 
nnd one tlmt was Interesting indeed. 
The resemblance of the two is marked 
nnd as they have not seen one another 
in so long a time they arc together 
constantly, talking of old times and 
exchanging news and discussing ques­ 
tions that are too old for you or I 
to even know about. 
The two left on 
last Wednesday for Concord, 
where 
they will visit friends 
for 
several 
weeks. 
William Elkins will be here 
until some time In October before re­ 
turning to Texas. 
Iri talking of the Lone Star State, 
Mr, ipikins said:

country and I like it very well, but

It. T. Hill, whose name appears as 
“Chief Devil,” was then what w*as 
commonly called the "devil” in the of­ 
fice of th«* Comanche Chief. 
H<* has 
tieen for several years, as the readers 
well know, one of tin* leading geolo­ 
gists in this country, and is still ac­ 
tive in his profession. 
Hill located 
some thirty years ago the Baleones 
Fault in Texas, of which *«► much was 
ht*ar«l in connection with oil develop­ 
ment activities thr«*o or four years 
ago. 
At the time of th«* eruption of 
Mt. Pelee in the West Indies, some 
twenty years ago, Hill was sent by 
the

States 
government 
to 
Martinhiuc, tlie scene of that disaster, 
to make geological inv«*stigations. 
G. A. Beeman, founder of the Co­ 
manche Chief, Hiul for whom 
Ilill 
worked as a typesetter, has said that 
Hill, then only a iwiy, sp«*nt much of 
his Sundays and other spare time in 
the hills about Comanche, studying the 
rocks and geological formation«.
